The water scare of several 
weeks ago, anent the safety of 
Springfield water used by Nar- 
berth and Lower Merion, which 
was virtually dispersed by the re- 
versal of the verdict of the Lower 
Merion Board of Health concern- 
ing the bacterial count, received an 
additional death blow when the 
Narberth Board of Health, con- 
ducting an independent investiga- 
tion, gave the water a 'clean bill 
of health." 

Dr. George A. Sloan, president 
of the Narberth Board of Health 
and one of those to conduct an in- 
dependent investigation made a 
report thereupon at the last meet- 
ing of the Board of Health on No- 
vember (j, at Elm Hall. Dr. Sloan's 
report was based on an inspection 
01 the Pickering reservoir near 
Phoenixville, its sourse of supply 
in Pickering Creek and its tribu- 
taries, and also his visit to the la- 
boratories of the Philadelphia 
Suburban Water . Company at 
Bryn Mawr, and a statement from 
a State chemist's laboratory on six 
samples of water taken from pub- 
lic and private places in the bor- 
ough. 

Dr. Sloan stated that he regard- 
ed the method of collection, the 
patroling of the water shed and 
the abating of any nuisance, which 
might polute the supply, the Pick- 
ering Reservoir, the sedimentation 
basins and filtration beds and the 
chlorinating system, and, in fact, 
the entire plant, including the 
Storage Reservoir at Devon to be 
in a highly commendable condi- 
tion and that the precautions used 
and taken in collection and the 
constant analysis of the water col- 
lected at the laboratory in 1:5 ryn 
Mawr were all conducive to the 
producing of "pure water" for the 
surrounding boroughs and town- 
ship. Certain difficulties present 
themselves in the collection of wa- 
ter in and about this locality be- 
cause much of the territory from 
which Springfield Water is ob- 
tained is from creeks draining 
from lands from which a large 
number of cattle obtain pasturage. 
Such a difficulty would not obtain 
in a more mountainous section 
where grazing is not so prevalent. 
However, the result of the water 
shows that the difficulty is over- 
come. His report also included a 
statement from an authorized 
State chemist's laboratory of six 
samples taken from private homes 
and public places in Narberth.

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LIBRARY GETS GRANT 

A cut in the borough tax rate of 
one mill is foreseen as a- result of 
v recommendation by the Finance 
Committee of Council last Tues- 
day night at its November meet- 
ing. The recommendation follow- 
ed the presentation of the 15)2!) 
budget which amounts to $8;j,;5()i), 
or $700 more than for 1928. The 
recommendation of Mr. Kaeber's 
committee was passed unanimous- 
ly by Council and now goes to the 
* Jrclmance and Law Committee, 
whose duty it will be to draft an 
oulinance to the effect that the 
Borough Tax Rate for 102!) be I!) 
mills instead of 20. 

Following the draft of the ordi- 
nance it will come up for two 
hearings before it becomes bind- 
ing, so there is still a possibility 
that it may be defeated. If ap- 
proved, it will be the second slice 
in the tax rate within the years, as 
the rate was chopped down from 
2-1 to 20 mills last January. 

The borough's financial condi- 
tion is particularly sound at the 
I 'resent time, inasmuch as the 
floating debt has been wiped out ; 
there is an unused balance of 
$10,000 on the street paving bond 
issue program which will be avail- 
able for next year; the assessment 
for next year will be at least equal 
to this year's assessment and the 
unused borrowing capacity of the 
borough at present amounts to 
$177,000. 

The problems before the bor- 
ough now are chiefly those of op- 
eration and maintenance, its plant, 
as it were (roads, sewers, etc.) is 
built, and in preparing the new- 
budget the Finance Cumiiiiuci. 
has allowed leeway for unforseen 
expenses which may crop up. It 
was felt advisable, however, in 
fairness to the taxpayers, to cut 
the tax rate to the lowest figure 
commensurable with an efficient 
and satisfactory running of the 
borough, and the Finance Com- 
mittee feels that this can be well 
accomplished on a rate of 15) mills.

When Is a School Not a 
Merion Takes Up 



School? Lower 
Cudgels for Narberth 



Narberth's State appropriation 
for its public school was reduced 
$1500 this year on a ruling by the 
deputy superintendent of the State 
Department of Public Instruction. 
Notice to that effect and a dimin- 
ished check bearing it out were re- 
ceived by the borough school au- 
thorities late this summer — and 
thereby hangs a tale. 

A letter of protest was mailed the 
State department, which replied as 
follows : "The law provides that in 
fourth-class districts .(such as Nar- 
berth) the State appropriation shall 
be either one-half of the minimal 
high school salary of $1 300, or one- 
half the minimal elementary salary 
of $1000." The Narberth Junior 
High 'School is declared to be not a 
high school because it has two 



grades and not three as required; 
and its teachers, of whom there are 
10 listed for the seventh and eighth 
grades, are held under this ruling 
to be worth a State appropriation 
of not $65, but only $50 for each 
month of the 10-month school year. 

This means a $1500 loss to the 
borough, of which $750 has already 
been deducted from semi-annual re- 
mittance by the State received this 
year. 

Lower Merion is a third-class 
school district, and to its Junior 
High School in Ardmore flock the 
ninth graders from Narberth. Their 
tuition, is. paid by the borough, as 
is that of Narberth students in the 
three upper grades of the Senior 
High School. 
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Vs the last speaker on an excep- 
tionally fine program Mr. Stites 
made a stirring appeal for world 
peace based on national self-respect 
and co-operation. He cited the 
Kellogg treaty as a factor in the' 
process of outlawing war. which 
has now been signed by 53 nations 
of the earth. In closing Mr. Stites 
quoted the words of Daniel Web- 
ster uttered on the floor of the 
United States Senate long years 
ago: "Thank God, 1 am an Ameri 
can."

thing which will come up eventu- 
ally for settlement is the question 
of an Essex avenue tunnel. This, 
the Burgess said, would, no doubt, 
cost in the neighborhood of $35,- 
0(l<> and it would be unfair to force 
such an expense upon the taxpay- 
ers of any single year. It would 
thus have to be financed outside 
of the Budget, most likely by a 
bond issue for 15 or 30 years, if it 
met with the approval of the vot- 
ei s when presented to them in the 
form of a referendum on the bal- 
lot. That such a project is neces- 
sary is evident, he pointed out, 
fiofn the increasingly crowded 
conditions of Haverford avenue. 
This, however, it was felt, is a 
question for the. residents of the 
borough to propose. 

A resolution was passed by 
Council which authorizes the 
Finance Committee to incorporate in 
the Iiudget an appropriation of 
$2000 for the Narberth Commun- 
ity Library. If the Budget goes 
through it is expected the said ap- 
propriation for Library mainte- 
nance will be used when available 
next year to secure the services 
of a professionally trained librar- 
ian and assistants. The resolution 
follows: 

WHEREAS; The Board of Trus- 
tees of the Narberth Community Li- 
brary has appealed to the Council of 
the Borough of Narberth for an appro- 
priation of $2000 (two thousand dol- 
lars) annually, to provide for the sal- 
ary of an experienced Librarian, and 1 , 

WHEREAS; The Library has 
grown in popular favor in the Com- 
munity, and understood by the Com- 
munity to be a permanent institution 
of the Borough, having a circulation of 
upwards of 30,000 volumes annually, 
and being open to the public on an 
average of twenty (20) days each 
month of the year, its work being car- 
ried on through a staff of volunteers, 
and being maintained entirely through 
popular subscription: 

BE IT THEREFORE RE- 
SOLVED; That this Council in regu- 
lar meeting assembled, concedes to 
the verbal petition of the Trustees of 
the Narberth Community Library, 
within the scope of their legal author 
itv. and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED; 
That this request be referred to the 
Finance Committee with instructions 
to provide for the appropriation of 
$2,000 (two thousand dollars) during 
the year of 1929, to be paid out of 
funds collected from taxes. 

Building operations continue apace 
in the Borough as is evidenced by the 
issuing of 14 permits by the building 
inspector last month at a cost to ap- 
plicants of $51 for operations estimated 
to cost $13,440. Nine inspections were 
made during the month, 15 of the op- 
erations being completed.
